Swindler in a Spanish Prison 

Alleges to Be a Relative of 

Kenosha Druggist

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The old Spanish swindle tho most . fam- 
ous known to tho dotcctlve forces of the 
world, made its appearance in Kenosha on 
Saturday, says the Kenosha Nows, ' when 
C. H. Hurd, tbo well known Main street 
druggist, roctvod one of the famous Jotters 
alleged to bave boon written by a prisoner 
in a Spanish prison. Some time ago it 
was reported that tbls famous gang of 
swindlers bad been broken, hut the letter 
received by tbo Konosha man was malted 
from Valencia leu than two weeks ago, 
and It la by far tbo most clever ever sent 
out by the band of noted swindlers. 

The lotlor purport* to bo written by one 
"Manual Garcia," a cubou emigrant, con- 
fined In the casUe at Valencia serving a 
term of eighteen years on a charge cfchigh 
treason to the King of Spain. In his letter. 
Garcia (dates that he is a relative of Mrs; 
Hard, from tbe fact that ho . married one 
Marry Hurd while in Cuba. Continuing 
wllh bis clever story Garcia declares that 
his wife has often talked with' him of her 
relatives In Kenosha, and had' 1 told, him 
that they woutd aid If he was in trouble. 
The 'writer thon declared that ho hod 
written fo"Mr. Hurd To rTSkPhlm^: take 
the guardianship of his only daughter, a 
girl fifteen years of age, who waa how kept 
in a pension at St. Albens. II o stated 
thai ha was willing to pay for the work', of 
keeping the girl by turning over, an order 
on the bank of England for tho iqm of

NICHOLAS J. 
SCHUMACHER 
ON TRIAL 



Nicholas J. Schumachor, tho Trevor sa- 
looa keeperiiwai arranged In the circuit 
court at Kenosha, Monday morning on a 
charge ot killing JohnWren of Manitowoc, 
Tbo case baa attracted wide attention' in 
Konosha county and when tbo case wai 
called tbe court room was pretty well filled 
with people. Schumachor was in court, 
represented by Attorneys Cavanagh and 
Stewart, while the state was represented 
by B. V. Baker, tbe district attorney. . 

The work of selecting a jury' took up tbe 
entire "morning .session of tbe court and 
when an'adjournment was taken for din- 
ner there were stilt two men needed to 
complete tbe list. Ibe facts In the case 
are so universally known about the county 
that there was considerable trouble in se- 
curing jurors. The panel was exhausted 
before the attorneys had completed their 
strikes and then the sheriff was ordered to 
call veniremen from the spectators In court 
There was but one man in the court room 
whom tho sheriff deemed acceptable as a 
juror and after tho strike by the state tbe 
court adjourned in order to allow 'the 
sheriff time to find some one to tit in the 
case. The attorneys for Schumacher 'are 
ptanalng to make a hard fight to save him 
from paying the paabbmeut for 
slaughter in the fourth degree, 



breaking out ol the war with Cuba ha had 
been sent there as a. Spanish, soldier, and 
while there he had managed to amass a 
large sum- of money through concessions

Hit 
luggage, including the certificate, is al- 
leged now to bo held for the: coats of the 
action which aro said to have amounted to 
a paltry sum.*; As sooa as he was taken to 
the castle at Valencia he discovered that 
tbe chaplain In charge was an old friend, 
and by his treachery to bis government 
Garcia alleges that he has been ablo to 
send out this letter. In concluding he akks 
Mr. Hurd to send tho sum needed to get 
the certificate ol deposit out of the, hands 
of the government, and tbat he take the 
daughter and with tho money secured in 
England provide for her keeping In the 
future.' The writer asks that the -matter 
he held strictly as confidential, and that all 
loiters he sent to a third party in An atria, 
where the arrangements for tho transfer of 
tbe daughter and tho deposit can bo. made. 
Mr. Hurd has turned the matter over to 
the officials. This la the second timo that 
efforts bave been made to work tbls game 
in Kenosha, aa a simitar letter was sent to 
Frank H, Lyman, the .well '.known shoe 
dealer, nearly.ton years ago. 
■ The swindle has been In' operation for 
more than forty years, the swindlers adapt- 
ing their work to now conditions. It fi 
claimed that they have secured more than 
forty million dollars from, different coun- 
tries by tl»lroperatlom_^^

One Editor Sues Auother. 

A suit for $20,000 against Frank' H. 
Jnst, of the' Liberty vil lo Independent, and 
W.-E. Davis, of Liberty ville, was filed on 
Th-aradav by Frank -T. Fowler, editor of 
tbe Wttukoiran Sun. 

This suit is the result of a sensational 
attack on Fowlor in tho Independent of 
June' 16th, in which interviews purporting 
tohave been given to the Independent by 
GeorgoW. Hinman, editor of tbe inter- 
Ocean; John M. Elens, F. W. plocki, 
Heaton Owsley, brother-in-law of former 
Mayor Harrison; Albert W. Sprohnio ft 
Co., andT.'E. Hyan, of tbo CititonB' Con- 
struction Company, all of Chicago, were 
published. 

. These people in ' the alleged interviews 
made charges against Fowler's character 
and past life.

On tbe last day of its meeting tbo board 
of supervisors passed a resolution in regard

In an interview with Mr. Brockwayf It 
develops that some timo ago Mr. Wilhiu 
awaited upon him and asked bim to reduce 
the fees on Zion City leases that were filed. 
Wilbito is alleged to have said, "I do not 
core how much you charge the "ordinary 
run" of our people, but when "wo" bring 
down a hundred or so, let us bavo n specif ' 
rate on account of the number." 
. Mr. Brockwuy indignantly spurned thl 
offer as dishonest, Then Wilbito is al _ 
leged to have taken tbe matter up with 
tho Zion law department, which assured 
him that the supervisors bad no jurisdic- 
tion in lowering or raising of fees, as did 
other competent legal authority, 

Nevertheless, Wilbito is said to have 
prepared a resolution which ho offered on 
the last day of the September meeting of 
tbe board of supervisors without notifying 
Mr. Brockway, tbat ran about aa follows: 

"That fees for the recording of instru- 
ments be baaed on actual labor, tbat of 
transcribing, of comparing tho- printed 
parts, and that of getting the printed parts 
into record." 

"That tho county waive; all claims lo 
any nmounts in excess of- this basis of 
reckoning, Iho purpose being to prevent 
any '•unjust uTscHrainatldn*" which** ' niay 
occur." 

Tho board paifsod tbia resolution and as 
.soon as tho vote was recorded Mr, Wilhite 
made for the office of the recorder, and 
flourishing tbo document, demanded tbe 
reduction in fees, II o is also alleged to 
have threatened Mr. Brockway until that 
official showed him the door after an alter- 
cation, " 

Meantlmo tbo board had adjourned to 
Liberty villo for Thursday. There it dis- 
covered that it bod taken up a matter 
where it had no jurisdiction and as a result 
another resolution was "offered and passuu 
tb tho effect that there was no unjust dis- 
crimination in tho recorder's office; that 
tho resolution was passed through mis- 
representation and misunderstanding; that 
the board has orcry confidenco in tho re- 
corder and approves hia stand. 

Although tbo matter hoe boon kept quiet, 
following on the resolution of Thursday 
tho facts leaked out and are public proper- 
ty., Whether or not any action will be 
taken by tho board against the Zion City 
supervisor cannot be surmised, but it h 
likely lhat ha appreciated tho rap on the 
knuckles lhat Thursday's resolution im- 
plies,

Incrcnnlfiir tho Corn Crop. 
P. G. Holdcn, ProfoBsor of Agrlcul- 
tura nt tho Illinois Agricultural Col- 
,lcgo nt Clmmplalii, Is n man whoso 
name nnd memory should bo much re- 
spected, not only by fnrmcrs, but by 
all who are consumers of Amcrlcnn- 
grown com. When a collcgo Btudcnt 
bo wns tench lng school In Michigan. 
Ho nsked his Btudcnts to each bring 
him an car of corn from the crib at 
home. They did so, nnd ho showed 
them tho different grades, from very 
good to very poor. Then ho nsked 
each ono to plant tbreo seeds from tho 
best ear In a boi, and water It The 
result wns an excellent crop of large, 
well-filled cars. The parents became 
Interested, and soon began to plant 
only the best corn for seed, much to 
the advantage of tbolr crop. After he 
went to Illinois, ho began to talk tho 
bcnellts of selected corn' Tor seed to 
the fnrmers, nnd Boon not only were 
most of them converted to his Ideas, 
hut tho farmer* of Iown and Missouri 
wero looking for bettor seed. Later 
on ho beenmo director of n farm near 
Bioomlngton, where thoy usually 
planted twenty thousand acres of 
corn, with nn overage yield up to 
that time of forty to fifty bushels per 
acre. Tbo Drst year be increased the 
yield by ten thousand bnshels above 
tho best previous season. On somo 
acres he brought tho products up to 
seventy bushels per acre. This year 
ho had a special train from which to 
talk about corn to tho farmers of 
Iowa, and If wo hnvo this year the 
Inrgcst crop of corn ever grown In 
the United States, - Tro feasor Ilolden 
Is entitled to tho credit of having add- 
ed millions of those bushels to the 
crop by his ndvocacy of the doctrine 
of uilng only tbo best seed.

They will not thrive If kept 
long lu confinement, nor do they want 
to be housed after they nro two 
months old, neither by day nor by 
night Glvo- them free run go where 
they can find grasshoppers or other 
Insects and they will need but little 
corn. It Is well to give them ns much 
grain as they will eat at night which 
will not be much if thoy havo been 
fortunate In their hunting.

This roost will most likely bo the top 
of some smnll tree, though thoy will 
sometimes take kindly to a high pole 
under some open s lied, but they like 
best to bo where they can see on all 
sides of them and feel -the wind ns it 
blows around them.

PACKER8 PAY FINEB. 

Indicted Chic nso llcef Hen Admit a It* 
lust Rebates**' 

Four officials of tho Schwarzacblla* 
& Stllsbcrg'or Packing Company, Chica- 
go, pleaded guilty bororo Judge J, Otis 
Humphrey in tho federal court to ac- 
cepting railroad rebates in a con- 
spiracy to vlolnto tho Elklns law, and 
1 they were fined a totnl of ?2G,Q0O. This 
marked tho first victory of tbo govern- 
ment In Its prosecution of tbo packing 
companies In what aro now known as 
tlio "beef trust cases," A certified 
check for $25,000 was handed to tho 
clerk of tbo court, and the four de- 
fendants wcro released. 

"You oro Indicted under section tH-iO," 
said tho court la opening his sentence. 
"You nre charged ^ with conspiracy to 
commit an offense* against tbo United 
States Intvs. Your counsel has entered 
pleas of guilty, nnd It you *bnve .any- 
thing further to sny other than lias nl- 
ready heea Bnokcn, you are at liberty Iff 
Bpenk." 

Tbo tbrco younger defendants shook 
tholr bonds; tho fourth, tbo man of years, 
looked at tho floor ami said nothing, nor

"Punishment for this offense ns fixed 
by Congress lias a wide range, giving tho 
court unusual latitude, ranging from a 
nominal flno without Imprisonment to a 
heavy -fine and two years' Imprisonment, 
all In " tbo discretion of -the court.

littlo more than ten years ngo practically 
nil attempts to Insure . pcopla agnlnst 
theft proved futile. Companies, wero 
organized for this purpose, but ' after 
many vicissitudes they ended in failure. 
SincQ that timo nearly a dozen corpora- 
tions havo como Into existence, and so 
large hi tbo business tbey do that In tbo 
last year tbey paid over ' $394,117 In 
burglary lasses. In tbo- samo time they 
collected $1,3S0,010 in premiums. 

This 1 ue reusing dread of tho burglar 
Is duo to tbo fact tbat ho never, was 
moro formidable or more active than at 
tba present time. In these days of 
greater wealth those temptations' which 
are so alluring to .the thief havo been 
multiplied. Consequently thero aro more 
diamond 'robberies and crimes of a simi- 
lar character now than In tho past.' Tho 
discovery of moro effective toola and 
more powerful explosives. has alio aided 
tbo robber, aad although ho docs not 
attempt a a often as bo did to blow up 
the big city banks, because of their alarm 
systems and special patrols, bis ravages 
In country districts have grown to an 
alarming extent. At tbo present time 
four, out of five bank burglaries are com- 
mitted In towns of less than 1,000 Inhab- 
itants. In tho last eight ycarsTTO banks 
situated" in such communities were at- 
tacked, with a loss of $1,250,000. . Safes 
once regarded as burglar proof havo been 
shown to bo little stronger'" than soap 
boxes in tho bands of expert thieves, and 
'consequently many compnnles will not 
.Insure country banks nt all. 

The modern burglar Is, moro wnutonly 
destructive than bis predecessor. His 
use. of "dope" or nitroglycerine often 
cnnscB a greater dumago to -a building 
than the Iobb mailo by tho theft Itself. 
Even when bo falls of getting loot he 
leaves a aceue/if wreckage behind. Of 
tho $1,250,000 in losses Incurred by 
banks, of which mention has already 
been made, moro thnu $300,000 repre- 
sent cd destruction of property, In rob- 
bcrles of dwelling houses and apartment 
bouses tbo dam ngo averages about ono- 
tonth of tho total loss. ^
